HIack  Hills  creek,  a  tributary  of  the  Stewart  river  on  its 
i-igbt  limit  about  thirty  milrs  from  the  mouth  has  recently  been 
sfak.d  throughout  its  entire  l.Migth,  and  the  indications  are  that 
it  Mill  become  a  very  large  producer.  The  work  on  this  sir.-am 
so  tar  ha-;  U'cu  mostly  of  n  |.r()spe<-(ing  character.

It  aj.pears  from  present  indications  that  Whitehorso  will,  in 
llic  near  future,  become  a  very  imjiortant  mining  camp. 

Some  years  ago  copper  was  discovered  in  Jie  mountains 
lying  to  tiie  west  of  Whiiehorse.  and  a  large  nundier  of  .•Jaims 
liave  since  been  staked  out  and  recorded.  Work  has  been 
carried  on  to  some  extent  on  these  claims  f,,r  the  past  six  or 
seven  years,  but  it  is  only  recently  that  the  several  prospects 
di-icovered  have  been  ih'veloped  into  mines.
